In order to advise the Board as to what the SWWG is 
doing and intends to do General Taylor tabled a draft paper of intended actions 
with an indication of the agency or agencies most directly concerned. In 
tabling this Action List (attached hereto) General Taylor said that he wished 
to solicit the support of the Board Principals in getting on with the work in 
this field which the SWWG feels needs to be done. 

2. Following General Taylor 1 s remarks the Chairman suggested that 
the Board Principals go through and discuss the attached Action List with 
General Taylor. The high lights of this discussion included the following 
points: 
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a. In regard to the proposed updating of NIE 11-10-66 
(item 1) the Board supportedthe Chairman 1 s view that this estimate does not 
need to be scheduled for updating during CY 70, since this SWWG report 
provides the required appraisal of our strategic warning capabilities at this 
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c. In regard to item 3 General Taylor confirmed the Chairman' s 
comment that study and assessment of these systems was underway on a 
continuing basis but that this suggestion was made primarily to highlight and 
stress the word "warning" in relation to the capabilities of the advanced
